Harrisburg, Pa., Aug. 2 (AP)—A

Among other applicants for the 
Job of throwing the switch on the 
state’s electric chair are:

A Pittsburgh electric welder and 
steel brazier whose last job “required 
the handling of 2,200 volts of elec­ 
tricity.” He sent his photograph. 
A would-be "electric cutior" and a 
a 170-pound steel worker and farm ­ 
er who wants to be “lexicuter." 
The job pays $250 per switch 
throw, plus $150 for each subsequent 
execution on the same night. 
None of the applicants may get 
the job "Mr. X," an understudy to 
Elliott, is standing by and probably 
will send to death the next batch 
of condemned criminals marked for 
the electric chair at Rockview peni­ 
tentiary. Bellefonte. No executions 
are scheduled until late next month, 
the 
Pennsylvania 
pardon 
board 
having reprieved six men this week. 
Elliott, reported "getting better ’ 
in hts New York home Tuesday 
night, has electrocuted 110 men and 
and one woman in Pennsylvania 
since 1926 and also served other 
eastern states as executioner. Hts 
last execution in this state was on 
April 24—Ernest M. Hippie, con­ 
victed of murder in Sullivan county. 
Applications for Elliott’s Job began 
arriving last year, when it was re­ 
ported he would retire.

He isn’t telling “who the new ex­ 
ecutioner will be until he’s needed.” 
In a letter to the then Gov. 
George H. Earle in 1938, one ap­ 
plicant wrote: 
“I am a painter by trade and the 
work is not steady and it is very 
discouraging at times. I have never 
been aristed in my life, so I feel I 
could perform the same service to 
the state of Pennsylvania at a less 
cost to the state as it is now. Be- j 
side it would help me out and I;

“If you can arrange for me this 
appointment I will always be at 
your service.” 


Harrisburg, Aug. 2 (AP) — Penn­ 
sylvania’s war on relief chiselers has 
netted the Department of Public 
Assistance nearly $500,000 and re­ 
sulted in the arrest of approximately 
600 persons during 1939. the claim 
settlement division reported today. 
Division agents, the figures show, 
have averaged 4,500 investigations a 
month since January. 
The division was set up on a civil 
scrvioe basis during The Earle ad­ 
ministration to handle the claims of 
the department against persons re­ 
ceiving assistance illegally. 
Dr. Julius Tolson, chief of the 
division, estimated th at more than 
$1,000,000 will be recovered by the 
state relief organization in the form 
of restitutions and property claims 
by the end of the year. 
Willard E. Solenberger, statistician 
for the department, said the divis­ 
ion’s investigations for the last half- 
year resulted in an average of IOO 
prosecutions each month. 
Of the number prosecuted, the 
state has lost only three per cent 
of the cases, he added. 
The division’s monthly collections: 
January — $58,357; February — $60,- 
951; March — $73,289; April — $65.- 
243; May — $89,469 and June — $90,- 
300. 
Solenberger emphasized that many 
of the illegal cases discovered are 
not prosecuted, 
“If the 
persons 
involved 
sign 
restitution agreements with the un­ 
derstanding that they will be prose­ 
cuted should there be any violation,” 
he said, "it would be foolish to go 
to the expense of prosecution for a 
few dollars.”
